Faculty urged to participate 
in co-ordinated 
fundraising program 



Derrick Sewell 
left lasting legacy 


Memorial services were held on 
December 18 for Dr. W.R. Derrick Sewell, 
Professor of Geography, who died on 
December 1 of complications following 
heart bypass surgery. The University 
community and his many friends all 
over the world mourn the loss of this 
dynamic and public spirited scholar. 

Sewell, who was 56, is survived by his 
wife and three children. 

“I don’t think there’s a member of a 
geography faculty in Canada that can 
touch him for public service at every 
level,” says Professor Harold Foster, 
Sewell’s colleague in the Geography 
Department. 

An expert on environmental manage¬ 
ment, and on water resources and 
energy in particular, Sewell frequently 
consulted for government and interna¬ 
tional agencies. He served on the United 
Nations Task Force on Large Scale 
Water Diversions and led a team that 
examined a proposal to divert water 
from the Mediterranean to the Dead Sea. 
Sewell was an advisor to the Federal 
government on numerous matters, 
including the dispute with the U.S. over 
Atlantic fishing rights. In 1985, he 
served as Vice-Chairman of the B.C. Wil¬ 
derness Advisory Committee. 

“Derrick was a dervish of activity and 
a wellspring of ideas,” says his friend 
Terry Morley, Professor of Political 


Science. “It often seemed as though he 
were everywhere at once. Lecturing to 
undergraduates, supervising a large 
and loyal cadre of M.A. and Ph.D. candi¬ 
dates, talking outside the classroom, on 
the telephone, conducting friends from 
afar on whirlwind tours of the campus, 
sharing his skills as a professional 
soccer player with a boys’ soccer league 

Sewell attended University College, 
London, the London School of Econom¬ 
ics, and the University of Washington. 
He taught at the University of Chicago 
before coming to UVic in 1966. He was 
chairman of the Geography Department 
from 1979 to 1984. 

The author of more than 170 books 
and articles, Sewell was one of Canada’s 
most respected social scientists. He was 
also a prolific lecturer, giving 141 guest 
lectures at research institutions and uni¬ 
versities around the globe during the 
past five years. 

“His greatest legacy,” says Harold 
Foster, “is the thousands of undergradu¬ 
ate and graduate students he has helped 
to mold and who continue to spread his 
message of better resource manage¬ 
ment.” A W.R. Derrick Sewell Memorial 
Fund is being established at UVic to 
honour his memory and aid deserving 
students. 


The UVic Fund Raising Office, Alumni 
Office and University Foundation Office 
are moving together into a new location 
in the Sedgewick Building. 

Kayla Stevenson, Special Assistant to 
the President/Fund Raising, is now 
located in Sedgewick 107, next door to 
the Registrar’s office, and the Alumni 
Office will be located there by Jan. 30. 

The general functions of the Fund 
Raising Office are to co-ordinate all 
activities related to fundraising on 
behalf of the campus, and to offer a ser¬ 
vice to departments and faculty 
members who are involved with the 
activity. 

Fundraiser Stevenson, who came to 
UVic as fundraiser last April, would like 
all members of the university commun¬ 
ity to be aware of her office location, and 
not hesitate to seek assistance. 

“Fundraising goes on all the time at 
the university, to meet the various needs 
of different faculties and departments as 
well as institution-wide needs. It can be 
most effective if information is shared,” 
she says. 

The office operates as a central infor¬ 
mation bank, to avoid duplicate 
approaches to potential donors, and will 
act as a prospect clearance service, Stev¬ 
enson explains. 

Until this fall, UVic did not have a 
record of gifts and donations to the uni¬ 
versity other than copies of receipts 
issued. Stevenson has introduced what 
she calls a temporary “crude manual 
central gift processing system” which 
since Oct. 8 has processed 487 donations 
totalling $318,119. This figure does not 
include Alumni donations, which total 
$66,133 from 782 donors in the same time 
period. 

“We are now able to provide people 
involved in fundraising on campus with 
some basic information about current 
and past donors as well as prospective 
donors. In the future, when we have a 
computerized Alumni and Development 
system, we will be able to provide that 
information in much more detail and to 
carefully monitor and analyse the 
results of each fundraising effort,” 
states Stevenson. 

“Times have changed. Fundraising is 
becoming more and more competitive 
and much more professional. It is now 
not just a matter of who is asking for 
funds, but how they ask and why, and 
how much the organization knows about 
the prospective donor’s interests.” 

She stresses how important it is that 
faculty members get in touch with her 
office, to assist in setting up a fund¬ 
raising network of information. The 
whole purpose of moving Fund Raising, 
Alumni, and the Foundation into 
Sedgewick 107 is to make UVic’s fund 
raising efforts more efficient and to pro¬ 
cess all the donations and gifts that 
come to the university in a consistent 
manner. 

The office also has a number of fund¬ 
raising publications which can be bor¬ 


rowed, and the staff can provide advice 
and input on the best methods of 
approaching prospective donors. 

“We’ve prepared the groundwork for a 
complete system to record information 
in a central way. Now the fundraising 
program is in the process of being 
refined and expanded, to enable us to 
reach out to different potential donor 
groups who have not been approached 
before.” 

“In the near future, we must establish 
university-wide needs and priorities 
with costs attached. This becomes espe¬ 
cially important if the university decides 
to launch a capital campaign to meet 
these needs.” 

There are new developments in fund 
raising which people involved in the 
activity should be aware of, Stevenson 
points out. For example, foundations are 
very specific in the way they prefer to be 
approached for funds and usually do not 
want to receive a full proposal the first 
time they hear from someone. They 
prefer to have a letter of inquiry outlin¬ 
ing the project, and if it meets their crite¬ 
ria, they ask for a full proposal. 
Corporations, on the other hand, usually 
ignore letters and prefer to be 
approached by a person or a team of peo¬ 
ple from the institution who call on the 
senior decision-maker. 

The reasons for giving by corporations 
and foundations also differ greatly, 
Stevenson says. Foundations generally 
have altruistic reasons for giving which 
are tied directly to a set of objectives that 
do not change. Corporations’ reasons for 
giving are more directly tied to enhance¬ 
ment of the corporate image, and the bet¬ 
terment of the community in which they 
do business. They generally do not give 
to communities where they don’t have a 
presence. 

There have already been several effec¬ 
tive fundraising efforts at UVic result¬ 
ing firom information sharing and 
networking through the university’s 
new Fund Raising Office. For more

Computer Science converts 
to microcomputer instruction 


“UVic’s facilities for teaching first and 
second year computer science are now as 
good as those at any university on the 
continent.” 

This was the opinion given by Dr. 
Michael Levy during a tour of the new 
Microcomputer Lab, which was phased 
quietly into use in the basement of the 
Clearihue Building last spring and 
summer. 

With the introduction of the Lab, 
equipped with 44 Apple Macintosh com¬ 
puters, students in the junior levels of 
computer science studies no longer are 
being taught on terminals connected to 
the campus IBM mainframe. 

Being on the mainframe sometimes 
interferred with the teaching process, 
because it was necessary to keep track of 
the numbers of CPU hours that individ¬ 
ual students spent at the machine. 
Another limitation was that it was a 
somewhat complex job to teach students 
how to get started on the mainframe. 
Levy says. 

Members of the Computer Science 
Department did an analysis of each 
course in which computers were used, 
and decided that individual Macintosh 
computers would best serve their teach¬ 
ing needs. 

A proposal was put forward to the Uni¬ 
versity administration, and approved. 


The job of implementing the new Lab 
was then handed over to Computing Ser¬ 
vices, under the direction of David 
Stothard. 

“It was an excellent collaborative 
job,” says Levy. 

First and second year computer 
science students are now effectively 
using the new facility, and the software 
that goes with it. “We felt it was impor¬ 
tant not to burden students with the 
extra costs of buying software, after we 
converted to a microlab ... so we nego¬ 
tiated with the individual companies to 
buy copies of software, which we treat 
like a library.” 

One of the advantages of converting 
from mainframe to microcomputer use is 
that the software available for teaching 
on microcomputers is now superior to 
that available for the mainframe. Levy 
adds. Anybody with a library card can 
use the new Lab, but students have 
priority through a munch card system 
devised by Doug Alexander, operations 
manager of Computing Services. 

The Computer Science Department 
didn’t have to turn eligible new students 
away at registration this year. Levy 
says. The goal is to eventually in 
crease the number of machines in the 
facility from 44 to 64.

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History in Art deveiops leading 
slide library cataloging system

Pat Rhodes retires 


The UVic Department of History in Art 
has Canada’s most advanced computer¬ 
ized slide library cataloging system, 
according to Karen McDonald, Coordi¬ 
nator of the Slide Library Automation 
Project. McDonald has described the 
development of the system in an article 
in the Nov. 1987 issue of Postitive: A 
Newsletter for Slide and Photograph 
Curators of Visual Arts in Canada. 

The History in Art slide library holds 
more than 100,000 slides and is growing 
by about 5,000 slides each year. The pro¬ 
ject to replace the manual cataloging 
system with a computer-based system 
began in September 1986. According to 
McDonald, UVic’s lead in slide library 
automation is largely due to the support 
given the project by Fine Arts Dean 
Anthony Welch and History in Art 
chairman Dr. John Osborne. 

McDonald, chosen to direct the pro¬ 
ject, had earned an M.A. from the 
department and was working in the 
Slide Library, but she had no prior com¬ 
puter experience. 

The system she designed makes use of 
database software and represents a sig¬ 
nificant advance over the laborious 
manual cataloging system. It greatly 
simplifies cataloguing, results in more 
accuracy and consistency of entries, and 
the equipment automatically prints the 
slide labels. 

But most importantly, the new system 


also serves as a valuable research tool. 
Each slide is identified by, and can be 
accessed according to serial number, cul¬ 
ture, medium, artist, title, view, date, 
style, location, country, period, and 
source. Using these categories, 
researchers can automatically search 
the collection for a particular type of 
material. 

‘‘For example, a faculty member 
wanted to compare the treatment of the 
subject of Judith and Holofemes by 
male and female artists,” explains 
McDonald. “We did an iconographic 
search of the collection by title and got 
all the slides that were needed.” 

With the help of work-study students, 
McDonald has catalogued 33,000 old 
and recently acquired slides since April I 
1987. She points out that video disc 
images of the slides could be added jto the 
system. 

Because of her successful experience, 
McDonald has been sought out by other 
slide librarians who are setting up sim¬ 
ilar automated systems. She expects her 
article will generate further interest, and 
that she will be consulted in future for 
general information about the UVic sys¬ 
tem and how certain problems have 
been handled. 

“Our department, and thus our slide 
library, is unique in its emphasis on 
world art and non-Western cultures,” 
she explains. 


After 20 years as Secretary to the Dean 
of Graduate Studies, Pat Rhodes 
retired at the end of 1987. “Fll really 
miss the job,” she says. “I loved every 
minute of it.” 

She has seen tremendous expansion 
in Grad Studies since the fall of 1967 
when she started as secretary to what 
had begun a year before as the School of 
Graduate Studies. It had 67 grad stu¬ 
dents and was soon to become a faculty. 

May of Pat’s friends gathered to wish 
her well at a retirement party in the 
Faculty Club on Dec. 17. “It was such a 
lovely party,” says Pat. “It was amazing 
how many people attended!” 

Elaborate precautions were taken to 
keep the party a surprise, but all to no 


avail. There was one pleasant surprise 
in store however. Unbeknownst to Pat, 
the union had passed a resolution to bes¬ 
tow a gift upon employees retiring with 
more than 15 years of service, and Pat 
was the first recipient of such a gift. She 
also received a little book of warm 
wishes from her friends at UVic. 

“I want to thank everybody for all 
their good wishes,” says Pat. “There are 
really too many to thank individually.” 

As for her retirement plans, she has 
purchased a piano and will start taking 
lessons. Although she plays the organ, 
“the piano has quite a different feel,” she 
says. “I’m not ready for Carnegie Hall 
yet.”
